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The proceedings of the Berlin Congress 
have now been published! 

Many congratulations to Bernd Kluge, who, 
together with his colleague Bernhard 
Weisser, has been responsible for its pro- 
duction. The two big volumes contain as 
many as 217 articles, and have an astoni- 
shing 1488 pages, with numerous very good 
quality plates placed at the end of each arti- 
cle. 

The volumes begin with a review of the 
Congress by Bernd Kluge in which he tra- 
ces the origins of the idea of holding the 
congress in Berlin, after the fall of the wall 
and the reunification of Germany. He gives 
information about the organisation of the 
congress and the process of bringing it to 
reality, with some pictures of events at the 
congress and of the medals produced for the 
occasion. 

As one might expect, the bulk of the papers 
concern ancient numismatics, and they are 
divided into six chronological sections. 
Within each section the articles are in alpha- 
betical order of author. This makes the volu- 
me very easy to use as it is possible to see 
what it includes that may be relevant to a 
particular specialist. A similar organisation 
is followed for most of the other five sec- 
tions (General, Medieval, Modern - which 
includes paper money -, Oriental and 
Medals). This is not the place to assess the 
individual value of each contribution, but it 
is clear that everyone interested in numi- 
smatics will find something relevant and 
valuable here. 

The book is very handsomely produced, and 
though by no means cheap, it represents 
very good value for money when we consi- 
der how much it contains.

CORROSION PROCESSES ENDANGER 
COLLECTIONS OF ANTIQUE BRONZE 
COINS - DID ARE THEY PAST SAVING?

1. Introduction 

The Coincabinet of the Kunsthistorisches 
Museum Vienna includes in its collection a large 
bignumber of ancient bronze coins. During a 
new inventory of the collection it was observed 
that some of the objects wereare heavily dama- 
ged by corrosion processes (Fig. 1). Most of the 
coins are covered with spots of white and green 
corrosion products and some of them are even 
nearly completely destroyed. In co-operation 
with the Institute of Chemistry at the Academy 
of Fine Arts and the Institute of Analytical 


Chemistry at the Vienna University of 


Technology a project has been started to investi- 
gate the reasons for of the coins’ decay and to 
improve the storage conditions in the collection. 
The coins, which are objects of interest, are sto- 
red in wooden cabinets, mainly from the late 
18th century, which just allow a negligible air 
exchange (Fig. 2). Some of the cabinets were 
made in the 1950's in the same style and fabric 
like the original ones due to the fact that the 
museum was bombed in 1945. Therefore, diffe- 
rent kinds of wood like alder, lime, maple, and 
oak can be found as construction materials. As it 
is known from literature,"* especially oak wood 
especially emits organic acids such as formic 
and acetic acid, which have a very corrosive

the analysis of the atmosphere in the cabinets as 
well as the analysis of the metal alloys used for 
coin production and the identification of the cor 
rosion products formed on the surfaces of the 


objects. 


2. Investigation of the Microclimate in the 
Cabinets 

Characterising the presumable corrosive atmo- 
sphere within the historical coin storage cabinets 
in the Kunsthistorisches Museum reveals some 
problems to be solved. Due to the design of the 
single drawers and the cabinets each of the 
drawers develops its own microclimate. The 
drawers fit in the cabinets so tightly that an air 
exchange between them and/or the surrounding 
atmosphere is nearly impossible. Simultaneously 
the air volume within the cabinets is divided to a 
number of very small portions. Such small air 
volumes can not be investigated using the com- 
mon methods for the detection of organic acids 
and aldehydes in indoor air: active or passive air 
sampling in connection with gas-chromato- 
graphic (GC) evaluation’. In addition the huge 
number of drawers (between 106 and 120) 
within a single cabinet prevents the investigation 
of all drawers and leads to the need to limit the

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number of drawers to be studied, 

Therefore to verify the assumption of acidic 
gases causing corrosion of the ancient bronze 
coins, a method for screening the acid level 
within a certain number of drawers was chosen. 
Commercially available so-called “A-D stripes " 

developed and manufactured by the Image 

Permanence Institute for checking the beginning 
decomposition of cellulose acetate films — were 
placed within 40 drawers of 26 selected cabinets 
following statistical rules. After four weeks of 
exposition in January/February 1999 the disco- 
loured test stripes (showing the presence of aci- 
dic vapours) were evaluated against a reference 
bar as well as with photometric colour detection. 
For five selected cabinets the screening was 
redone in May/June and October/November 
1999 to examine changes of the acidic levels 
due to seasonal influences. 

In comparison to A-D stripes exposed to the sto- 
rage room atmosphere (outside of the cabinets) a 
clear discoloration of the stripes in the drawers 
could be detected. Following information of the 
manufacturer and expositions in atmospheres of 
varying acetic acid concentration the storage 
drawer atmospheres contain acidic vapours (pre- 
sumably acetic acid and formic acid) in the low 
ppm (parts per million) range, showing only low 
seasonal changes. 

Another important factor for the development 
and acceleration of corrosion is the relative 
humidity (rH). So the relative humidity within 
the drawers was checked using self-prepared test 
stripes of cobalt chloride. Variations of the rela- 
tive humidity within different drawers of single 
cabinets could be detected — supporting the sug- 
gestion that each drawer builds up its own 
microclimate — and lie in the range of 40 ü 60 % 
rH. 

As a result the presence of acetic and formic 
acid in the low ppm range within the storage 
cabinets in combination with a relative humidity 
around 50 % could be clearly shown. 
Concerning lead containing bronzes such an 
atmosphere has to be regarded as potentially 
corrosive. 

Commercially available test stripes were used 
for the investigations of the microclimate in the 
cabinets

Apart form the cupboards also the air climate in 
the rooms has been object of investigation. The 
evaluation of the data reveals that the acid con- 
centrations measured have been slightly higher 
in summer than in winter. 


3. Investigation of the Coins 


63 ancient Greek bronze coins, which mainly 
stem from the 17-2" cent. AD, were objects of 
investigation. Most of the objects show white or 
grey corrosion products on their surfaces, about 
20% of the coins are covered with green com- 
pounds. Blue spots were identified as ink, which 
has been applied in former times in the erro- 
neous belief of stopping active corrosion. In 
order to obtain information about the mechani- 
sm of the corrosion processes observed on the 
coins their chemical composition was determi- 
ned first by means of energy dispersive X-ray 
fluorescence analysis (EDXRF). This technique 
enables a non-destructive analysis, which means 
that neither sample material is required for the 
analysis nor the coin itself is changed in any 
way during analysis. The results show that the 
alloys of the coins contain copper, lead, and tin 
as main components and iron, zinc, arsenic, and 
particularly silver as trace elements. A first inter- 
pretation of the data reveals that coins with high 
lead concentrations (>50%) are endangered in a 
much higher degree than those containing small 
amounts of lead. 

For the identification of the corrosion products 
Fourier-transform infrared microscopy (FTIR) 
was applied in combination with X-ray diffrac- 
tion (XRD) and scanning electron microscopy 
(SEM). White corrosion products were identi- 
fied as lead formate (Pb(COOH)»), lead acetate 
(Pb(CH4COO)5:3H50), lead carbonate (PbCO3) 
and white lead (2PbCO4:Pb(OH)»). Green cor- 
rosion products, which were also observed 
on some coins, mainly consist of botallackite 
(Cu9(OH)3Cl). According to these results the 
conclusion can be drawn that the corrosion pro- 
ducts were mainly formed by the impact of for- 
mic and acetic acid or their corresponding 
aldehydes. The detection of corrosion products 
containing chlorine indicates the presence of the 
chlorine disease’. 

As can be seen in Fig. 1, active corrosion mainly 
affects the core of the cast coins while the near 
surface layer remains in a more stable condition. 
Analyses carried out on a cross-section of one 
coin by X-ray microanalysis in the scanning 
electron microscope (SEM/EDX) yield to high 
concentrations of copper and tin in the surface 
domains, whereas the core of the coin contains 
high amounts of lead. Fig. 3 shows an elemental 
distribution of the elements tin, copper and lead 
measured at a cross-section obtained from the 
coin in Fig. 1. The reason for this separation of 
the elements copper, tin and lead results from 
the fact that copper and tin have a certain misci- 
bility, whercas lead is soluble in liquid and solid

copper to a low extent. Additionally, copper and 
lead have different melting points (Cu: 1083°C, 
Pb: 328°C) which leads to a first solidification 
of copper in the casting mould and a segregation 
of the still liquid lead-rich alloy in the coin’s 
core 

Due to the fact that copper and tin are the more 
noble components of the alloy compared to lead, 
the latter is more affected from by corrosion 
The increase of volume in the (lead containing) 
core of the coin leads to stress in the alloy¥s 
structure, which results in a flaking off of small 


particles from the surface layer 
4. Conclusion 


The analytical investigations carried out so far 
have shown that ancient bronze coins, contai- 
ning high amounts of lead, are strongly affected 
by the microclimate in the cabinets of the 
Kunsthistorisches Museum in Vienna. In order 
to prevent further corrosion the conservation of 
the coins as well as the development of a con- 
cept for improving their storage conditions is 
strongly requested 

\s a first step the endangered coins will be tran- 
sferred transferred into so-called “Corrosion 
Intercept Bags”, which prevent the penetration 
of corrosive gases from the surrounding atmo- 
sphere. Cardboard legends, enclosed to the 
coins, will be replaced using acid-free paper and 
gypsum casts of certain objects — also kept in the 
same drawers as the coins and potentially corro- 


sive due to their emission of H:S will be 


removed and stored separately. In addition a 
continuous observation of the microclimate in 
the cabinets is proposed 

The final solution for improving the long-term 
storage of ancient coins, e.g. transfer into well- 
designed cabinets made preferably from steel or 
aluminium, is not yet known and has to be

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Pietro Ravazzano (1916 -02000) 
Era nato il 5 maggio 1916 ad Ivrea ed é manca- 
to a Padova il 21 aprile 2000, era un apprezzato 
collezionista ed era stato uno dei fondatori del 
Circolo numismatico Patavino nel 1967, dove si 
era trasferito, qualche anno prima dopo un sog- 
giorno in Siria e Libano in qualità di condiretto- 
re della locale filiale del Banco di Roma. Qui 
tra Aleppo, Damasco e Beirut aveva avuto rap- 
porti con i piü importanti numismatici della 
regione tra cui il francese Seyrig ed aveva for- 
mato una ricca collezione di monete greche

Dietrich W. H. Schwarz (1913-2000) 
Mit dem Hinschied von Dietrich Schwarz im 
Alter von 87 Jahren ist am 7. Juli 2000 ein rei- 
ches und fruchtbares Leben zu Ende gegangen. 
Als Numismatiker und Kulturhistoriker von 
umfassender Bildung hatte Schwarz wáhrend 
Jahrzehnten in vielerlei Hinsicht die numismati- 
sche Forschung in der Schweiz bestimmt. 
Geboren am 2. Juni 1913 studierte Schwarz in 
Ziirich und Wien Geschichte und Kunst- 
geschichte. 1943 iibernahm er als Konservator 
die Leitung des Múnzkabinetts des Schweiz. 
Landesmuseums in Zúrich und habilitierte sich 
im gleichen Jahr an der dortigen Universitat. 
1961 wurde er zum Vizedirektor des Landes- 
museums ernannt, wechselte aber 1963 ganz an 
die Universität, wo er bis zu seinem Rücktritt 
1979 Kulturgeschichte des Mittelalters und 
historische Hilfswissenschaften lehrte. Er ver- 
band die politische Geschichte mit den soge- 


nannten historischen “Hilfswissenschaften”, der 
historischen Sachgüterkunde und der Kunstge- 
schichte. Neben der eigentlichen Lehre konnte 
er sein immenses Wissen als hervorragender 
Führer vor allem auf Exkursionen vermitteln, 
dazu war er ein differenziert abwägender Dis- 
kussionsredner, der immer Wesentliches zum 
angesprochenen Thema beitrug. Der Schwei- 
zerischen Numismatischen Gesellschaft stellte 
er sich 1940 als Präsident zur Verfügung, bis er 
1949 von Colin Martin abgelöst wurde. Zu- 
sammen mit letzterem gelang es, die 
Gesellschaft zu einer neuen Blüte zu führen. 
Gleichzeitig übernahm er die Redaktion der 
Zeitschrift der Gesellschaft, der Schweizeri- 
schen Numismatischen Rundschau, die er mit 
der ihm eigenen Sorgfalt bis 1963 besorgte. Der 
Commission Internationale de Numismatique 
diente er von 1961-1965 als Sekretär. Dietrich 
Schwarz war ein Grandseigneur alten 
Zuschnitts, der seiner Umgebung mit ausgespro- 
chener Courtoisie begegnete.
